This country has been in a state 
of war with Germany since Dec. 
11, 1941.

“The net effect of this settle-

As correspondent ‘for a 
New York paper, I entered a 
taxicab at Sportsman’s Park 
with Miller Huggins, manager of 
the Yankees, and Bob Connery, 
head of the St. Paul club. They 
were friends from way back. In 
fact, Connery, as a scout, had 

risked his own money in 1914 to 
Amery Rogers Hornsby when 
uggins was manager of the then 
impoverished Cardinals. As soon 
as the cab started, Connery 
spoke, 

“Say, Hug! There's a shortstop 
on my team I: want you to take a 
good look at tomorrow,” Connery 
said. ‘“‘He’s really something in 
the field. Be sure and look him 
over.” . 

“Okay,” ‘Huggins 
“What’s’ his name?” 

“Durocher,” Corinery said. “Leo 
Durocher. He might help you.”

More important, he was 
to be shoe-horned into an invinci- 
ble Yankee team that was shaping 
up as the greatest ever seen in 
baseball: On paper it was most 
formidable. The public didn't 
know, however, that Mark Koenig 
wasn’t the fielder and play maker 
that Huggins neéded, and that the 
great Tony Lazzeri was subject to 
epileptic seizures. Durocher could 
take the job of either. He was a 
specific replacement in a long- 
range plan. 

But breaking any kind of rookie, 
even a magic fielder like Dur- 
ocher, into that lineup would be 
difficult in more ways than one. 
Public relations: could be helpful. 
Being a young and supposedly 
green baseball writer, I was 
counted on to assume from this 
phony conversation that Huggins 
had -‘discovered” the phenom in 
a St. Paul exhibition game, and 
undoubtedly print it when the 
story of the actual player trans- 
fer broke. 

It is possible that the prime 
reason for. the overnight St. Paul 
trip, made on a special train and 
augmented by the finest and larg-

Truck License Feés. ae | 

Missouri legislators yielded to the pressure 
of the truck lobbyists. In Illinois, where the 
inducements were just as great, the Legislature 
wisely passed a bill increasing truck fees $20,- 
000,000 a year, with an additional $8,000,000 in- 
crease on Jan. 1, 1953. This will cause the 
trucks to pay a much fairer share of the cost 
‘of maintaining highways. 

Gasoline Tax. 

In Missouri the lobbyists beat back any in- 
crease in the price of gasoline. In Illinois a 1- 
cent increase was voted, effective Aug. 1. On 
Jan. 1, 1953, a second 1-cent increase will go 
into effect. Thus, the present 3-cent tax- will 
become a 5-cent tax in about 18 months. This 
will enable Illinois to do a great deal on the 
reconstruction of its highway system in the 
months ahead. . 

Automobile Inspection. 

A bill was introduced at Jefferson City to 
require. safety inspection of automobiles but it 
remained unpassed when the session recessed. 
The Illinois Legislature passed such a bill. For 
a 50-cent fee, automobiles will be checked thor- 
oughly as to safe mechanism. 

Congressional Redistricting. 

Missouri will nominate and elect “all its Rep- 
resentatives in Congress at large next year if a 
redistricting bill is not passed. Illinois passed a 
bill providing for 25 districts. One central dis- 
trict throws a Democratic Congressman in with 
a Republican in an area which resembles a let- 
ter Z on its side. Even so, the possibility of 
election at large has been averted and the next 
session can correct the misshapen district. 

In addition to these forward steps, the IIli- 
nois Legislature submitted three proposed 
amendments under the new “gateway” amend- 
ing procedure, This will not take the place of 
a constitutional convention, but it will provide 
a good start on gradual modernization of the 
state’s basic code. 

Other credit items in the 1951 record at 
Springfield include the passage of the city man- 
ager bill, the elimination of the 54-year-old ban 
on the sale of colored oleo, consolidation of 
rural road districts, increased state grants for 
schools and higher pay for state employes. And 
while not all its recommendations were adopt- 
ed, many bills proposed by the Schaefer “Little 
Hoover” Commission to streamline the state 
administration in Illinois were passed. 

Certainly this is a record in which Republi- 
cans and Democrats alike can both take pride. 

Is there any reason why an entirely Demo- 
cratic administration in Missouri cannot achieve 
as much as a politically divided administration 
accomplished in Illinois? 

Here is something for Missouri’s lawmakers 
to think about long and hard between now and 
their return to Jefferson City in September. 
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The Mountain to Mahomet 

Gov. Fuller Warren’s objections to going to 
Washington to testify before the Senate Crime 
Investigating committee have been pretty much 
cut out from under him. The committee has 
offered to go to Florida to hear the Governor’s 
testimony. This is certainly a proposal for the 
mountain to go to Mahomet, and Gov. Warren 
cannot complain that he is not being met half 
way. He is being met all the way. 

Earlier, the Florida Governor had objected 
to the committee’s three invitations and one 
subpena on the grounds that it would set a 
bad precedent. A committee of Congress might 
some time, he said, call a Governor to Washing- 
ton, keep him there indefinitely, prevent him 
from overseeing the business of his state, and 
thus destroy’ the sovereignty of a common- 
wealth. It was a poor excuse, but apparently 
he felt that it was better than none. 

In any event, Gov. Warren is left now with 
roughly no excuse at all. It is his duty as a 
Governor to tell the committee anything it 
wants to know about racketeers’ contributions 
to his campaign funds. It is his duty as a 
citizen to give sworn testimony to anything he 
knows about alliances between crime and poli- 
tics in Florida, More evidence and less evasion 
is in order.

But the Marines are now several thousand 
below their present authorized 204,000 and Gen, 
Cates has told Congress that the draft will be 
necessary if that maximum is to be reached. 
With volunteers, the Marines have been able to 
practice a tighter discipline that they claim is 
responsible for their high efficiency. It might 
well be that this would suffer if 100,000 or more 
selectees are to be taken in. 

As for representation on the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, there are good arguments to be made on 
both sides. However, since the Marines are a 
relatively small group and enjoy some repre- 
sentation through the Navy chief of staff, they 
should not suffer if the final bill merely makes 
their commandant a consultant. 

It is apparent that whatever gains the Ma- 
rines. get through act of Congress, the Corps 
will have to be strictly on guard to preserve 
its high efficiency despite expansion, and to 
avoid the bitterness that occasionally crops up 
among the armed services.

Gen. Ridgway’s Warning 

With the commencement of the main cease- 
fire talks at Kaesong still to begin, Gen. Ridg- 
way has made a statement which can stand 
considerable reflection meantime. This is his 
warning that peace in Korea depends not on 
a cease-fire but on how the Communists live 
up to any armistice agreement. 

The words of the U.N. Commander in the 
Far East are worth repeating: “Whether there 
is to be good faith or not is only to be judged 
by performance and we haven’t come to the 
performance stage.” 

In other words, the Korean negotiations have 
not yet produced the cease-fire order. When 
and if it comes, the terms of an armistice will 
follow and only after that a period of truce in 
which the problems raised by the Communist 
aggression will be up for discussion and solu- 
tion. War or peace will be in the balance all 
the time. 

In the light of this, any let-cdown even mo- 
mentarily in the national security program 
would be costly folly. That would be an invita- 
tion to the Kremlin. to ready up the next 
pressure point. If it is true that the Russian 
Communists have decided that the Korean ven- 
ture should be called off one of the reasons 
undoubtedly is. that the Administration in 
Washington. is hard at work building up United 
States defenses and poining.in the defense of 
Western Europe. |

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, July 
9 (UP)—Francis Adams Truslow, 
former president of the New York 
Curb Exchange, died of a heart 
attack yesterday aboard the liner 
Argentina. 

Truslow, 45 years old, was en 
route to Brazil as United States 
commissioner on the United 
States - Brazil Joint Commission 
for Economic Development. 

Surviving are his wife and four 
children, who were with him. 

Mr. Truslow was a -consultant 
for the State Department anda 
member of the Council on For- 
eign Relations. A graduate of Yale 
University, Truslow began prac- 
ticing law early in the 1930s. He 
helped write the securities acts 
in 1933. 

In 1942, he became general 
counsel for the curb exchange.

The program of Supervisor 
Ryan, backed by other Federal 
law enforcement officers, em- 
braces the following points:

AN “AFFRONT”’—Adding 
Insult to Injury? 
OR a few hundred years now, 
F an “affront” has signified as 
it does today, an insult, a de- 
liberate offense—to insult some- 
one, to show him disrespect, to 
treat him with marked incivility. 
Previously, however, it meant 
simply to meet, face to face. An 
excellent illustration of its origi- 
nal usage, as this persisted as 
late as the 17th Century, is found 
in the writings of the English 
translator, Philemon Holland, as 
follows: 
“All the sea-coasts do 
affront the Levant.” 


Incidentally, the French word 
“affronter” still means to con- 
front. The French, like the word’s 
essential meaning in English—to 
meet face to face—derived from 
the Latin “frons,” which is fore- 
head, with the prefix “ad”; thus 
“to front,” to face, to encounter. 


The word’s development as a 
figure of speech was first in the 
sense of to encounter with de- 
fiance, to face with objection. 
From this its extension to uncivil 
demeanor, to the deliberate of- 
fense, which is our “affront,” is 
understandable. 

At one time in the word’s ca- 
reer, “affront” stood also for a 
blow on the forehead. Was this 
adding insult to injury, or injury 
to insult?
